AGAWAM - “TI wish everyone 
could take D.A.R.E. If they did, 
maybe they wouldn’t have used 
drugs.” That’s how Margaret Sz- 
pakowski summed up the benefits 
of the D.A.R.E program at the Ro- 
berta G. Doering Middle School 
in an essay she wrote about the 
program. 

D.A.R.E, which stands for Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education, con- 
sists of a series of classroom les- 
sons that include the most current 
evidence and research-based strat- 
egies for drug abuse prevention. 
The goal of the program is to teach 
students good decision-making 
skills to help them lead safe and 
responsible lives, said D.A.R.E 
Officer John Field, a member of 
the Agawam Police Department. 

“We've had the D.A.R.E. pro- 
gram in Agawam since 1986,” he 
added. “Agawam was one of the 
first communities in Massachu- 
setts to have a D.A.R.E. program

Council 
shuts down

AGAWAM - The City Council 
has taken some of the discretionary 
spending power away from Mayor 
Richard Cohen after passing an 
amendment to the fiscal year 2015 
budget resolution Monday night. 

City Councilor Robert Rossi 
proposed an amendment that pro- 
hibits Cohen from transferring 
funds from line items in the same 
category without the approval from 
the council. Rossi says spending is 
out of control and Cohen’s admin- 
istrative transfers need to be moni-

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Arborist wants Robinson 
designated as national park 


Ecosystem one of the 
rarest in the country, he says

AGAWAM -A long-time arbor- 
ist is looking for the town, state 
and federal government to declare 
Robinson State Park to be the 
nation’s first-ever natural history 
classroom and to further designate 
it as a national park. 

Last Saturday, the Friends of 
Robinson State Park celebrated 
Robinson State Park Day, holding 
activities and a celebration of the 
beauty and diversity the park has 
to offer. 

Arborist Matt Largess of Rhode 
Island also used the platform to 
raise awareness to the attention the 
federal government should be pay- 
ing to the park. 

“This park has more than 50 
different species of trees,” said 
Largess. “It has one of the rarest 


ecosystems in this entire country. 
I call this the “Yellowstone Park of 
the East.” 

Largess also says the canopy of 
the forest is unique with the very 
tall trees helping to sustain the eco- 
system. 

He is among many that are fight- 
ing to prevent any kind of com- 
mercial logging from taking place 


at the park, and says the canopy 
rivals that of tropical rainforests in 
South America. 

“This is the greatest park in 
New England, and we_ need 
to fight to save it from any 
type of disturbance,’ he said.

Council 
amends, 


passes 
$81.3M 


budget

AGAWAM - The Agawam City 
Council has approved the fiscal 
year 2015 budget, an $81.3 mil- 
lion spending package, but made 
some changes on the meeting floor 
before approving it. 

Among the changes, City Coun- 
cilor Gina Letellier returned some 
funds to the discretion of the tax- 
payers by lowering the amount 
that will have to be raised by the 
tax levy. Letellier proposed a se- 
ries of amendments Monday night 
at the regular council meeting 
that would lower some of the line 
items and a revolving account. The 
surplus amounts will be returned 
to the general fund and help fund 
other areas of the budget and limit 
the amount that will be raised by 
property taxes. The property tax 
rate will be set by the city council 
later this year. 

Letellier’s biggest argument 
came with the $450,000 that is 
set to go in the reserve fund. The 
reserve fund is utilized for unfore- 
seen circumstances, but Letellier 
believes it has been overbudgeted 
based on a 10-year survey present- 
ed to councilors. 

Just one time in the past 10 
years has the amount expended 
from the reserve fund exceeded 
$100,000. In the past five years, 
a very minor amount has been 
used each year, with amounts 
including $5,000, $13,000 and 
$67,000 recalled by Letellier. 
“We never spend even close to 
what we put in this account,” she 
said. “We should lower this and 
give the rest back to the taxpay- 
ers.” 

Letellier proposed lowering 
the reserve fund to just $100,000. 
Council President Christopher 
Johnson, a former mayor of Aga- 
wam, respectfully objected.

AGAWAM - The Zoning Board of Appeals met 
Monday, June 23, and decided that it can as yet 
take no action on a pending request for a special 
permit that would allow new commercial tenants 
in a 270 Main St. property. 

Mark DiFranco, an East Longmeadow-based 
real estate broker, came to the meeting expecting, 
as he said, a routine approval of his request, and he 
expressed a good deal of frustration as it became 
clear that that was not going to be the outcome. 

The property is non-conforming in that it has an 
insufficient setback. As a consequence, any new 
tenant in the property has to receive approval. Drag- 
on Paradise LLC, a Springfield company, owns the 
property. The principals of Dragon Paradise were 
in attendance, but they chiefly let DiFranco do the 
speaking. Most of the discussion Monday con- 


cerned one prospective tenant in particular, Clarke 
Collectibles, a sole proprietorship run by a Feeding 
Hills man, Ronald Clarke. The company frames 
and mails movie posters to collectors. 

DiFranco’s presentation established that Clarke 
Collectibles is a conforming use. The business 
doesn’t involve retail customers on-site, so there 
would be no parking or traffic issues raised by 
such customers. Clarke’s use of the Main Street 
property would consist of warehousing and of 
some assembly, not selling. He would be doing 
there what he is presently doing in the garage of 
his residence. 

The neighbors present were supportive. There 
was some discussion of whether trucks would 
arrive at the loading dock to leave materials for 
Clarke, or to take materials away — and, if so, of 
the type of trucks: UPS vans? Tractor trailers? 
Clarke was not present to answer questions about 
the specifics of his business. 


Unfortunately, the ZBA said, it could not grant 
a special permit for Clarke. The matter will have 
to go to the Planning Board first. “We always 
want to hear from the Planning Board,’ said Do- 
reen Prouty, chairwoman of the ZBA. 

This produced incredulity on DiFranco’s part. 
“We’ve done all this,’ he said. As he saw it, the 
Planning Board could only look into a site plan 
regarding building and property, a plan that has 
already been brought before it, has received ap- 
proval, and that will not be changed for Clarke. 
Why bring the same plan and facts back to the 
Planning Board again? 

“Yes, but you have new tenants coming in,” 
Prouty replied. The landlord along with the new 
prospective tenants has to go back to the Planning 
Board. 

The Planning Board will hear the matter on 
July 17. If all goes well there, it will come back to 
the ZBA on July 28. 


Riverside’s history on display

AGAWAM - Long before people began riding 
the “Superman,” the “Batman,” or the new “Sky- 
screamer,” that opened this year, the Cyclone, the 
Thunderbolt and batting 
cages were the main at- 
tractions over the years at 
Riverside Park. 

David Cecchi, chair- 
man of the Agawam His- 
torical Society, was not 
an avid attendee of the 
famed park that originally 
opened in the late 1800s. 
He is, however, a very 
avid fan of the history of 
the park, which was on 
display last Sunday af- 
ternoon at the Agawam 
Historical Museum on 
Elm Street. Visitors to the 
exhibit were able to view 
different artifacts and posters that have been col- 
lected by Cecchi. 

Cecchi said the park was actually a picnic grove 
for area residents. In the early 1900s, a carousel and 
a few mechanical rides were added. Henry Perkins 
purchased the land in 1911 and transformed the 
picnic grounds into a small amusement park. The 
park was closed for 10 years following the stock 
market crash of 1929. The park was purchased by 
Edward Carroll in 1939 and re-opened in 1940. 

Over time, popular rides like the Black Widow, 
the Cyclone and the Thunderbolt were added. A

log flume ride was also opened and was very pop- 
ular. The land was taken over by Six Flags in 1998 
and renamed Six Flags New England in 2000. 

Cecchi created an “Images of America” book 
highlighting pictures from all over Agawam and 
Feeding Hills. He found the images of Riverside 
prompted the need for its own book. 

“Tt’s such a huge part of Agawam 
and its history,’ said Cecchi. “This 
is a park that has grown right along 
with the town.” 

Cecchi said he acquired many of 
his posters, photographs and other 
artifacts through tag sales, auctions 
and his grandfather, who had many 
pictures of the park.

Finding a solution 
to Syria 


My nine-year-old son received a unique 
package from “The White House” on Saturday. 
The First Class envelope was hand delivered to 
our door by the postal carrier. 

Inside was a letter on special lavender sta- 
tionary paper with 
the presidential seal 
stamped on it in 
raised type. Com- 
plimenting the letter 
was an autographed 
color photo of Pres- 
ident Obama, and 
a special blueprint 
diagram revealing 
the White House 
rooms. 

Between his 
many Lego cre- 
ations, my son 
regularly suggests 
peaceful solutions to the world’s problems or 
just draws war attack plans with crayons. On 
paper, he is Secretary John Kerry meets five- 
star General MacArthur. Four weeks before 
ISIS radical Sunni militants invaded Iraq, my 
son hand wrote a letter in cursive to President 
Obama about Syria, a place where ISIS rose to 
power in the extremist-crowded civil war on- 
going there for three years now. He suggested 
military intervention as one option and that 
the US should at least remove Syria’s presi- 
dent from office for allegedly gassing his own 
people to death last year — just like Iraq’s Sad- 
dam Hussein (a Sunni) did a decade before his 
execution. Instead, a softer chemical weapons 
ban and disarmament agreement was brokered 
there between the US and Russia last summer. 
The last of those terrible nerve agent weap- 
ons just left Syria this week. But the war-torn 
country is nowhere closer to peace. 

It was not my son’s first foray into interna- 
tional politics. Though I voted for the other 
guy in 2008, he has written, emailed and even 
called The White House several times now. A 
previous message of his urged the president to 
insert special agents deep within tribal clans in- 
side Syria to gather information on who would 
be the most stable unit to lead that country. 

The dichotomy of tribal interests in this re- 
gion runs deep. Russia and Iran back the Syr- 
ian government - who just months ago was on 
the US blacklist. Like in neighboring Iraq, the 
challenge is more than 70 percent of the pop- 
ulation in Syria are Sunni Shafi’i Muslims — 
whose extremist-led brethren now control most 
of northern Iraq, captured much of the border 
towns with neighboring Jordan — a critical US 
Middle East ally — on Monday, and continue to 
fight a holy way in Syria. 

Adding to the confusion is Syrian President 
Bashar al-Assad is considered an Alawite, 
which is a branch of Shia Islam. His family 
has led Syria since taking power in 1970. So 
we now know why direct US military interven- 
tion in Syria was just not possible last year. 
It could have opened the door even wider to 
Sunni terrorists bent on creating a massive Is- 
lamic state. 

As an example of this ongoing unrest, the 
Syrian government was attacked at the border 
by Israel this past weekend, mainly because 
the Israelis hate Shiite-led Iran. So it’s rather 
clear that the traditional decades-old Arab-Is- 
raeli conflict seems to be quickly eroding into 
a broader Sunni versus Shia battle without any 
borders. 

Even the US has funded extremist Sunnis 
in the past when they were fighting the former 
Soviet Union empire. And don’t forget it was 
Shiite extremist suicide bombers who blew up 
220 US Marines and 79 other servicemen at 
a base in Beirut under President Reagan’s Ad- 
ministration in 1983. So whom should we re- 
ally trust? We then put Shiites in power in Iraq 
after Gulf War II because Saddam Hussein’s 
army was mainly Sunni. 

Trying to make some sense of this lopsided 
geopolitical landscape, I downloaded a tran- 
script of the entire speech given by United 
Nations Secretary General Ban Ki-moon who 
thankfully brought the beleaguered nation of 
Syria back into the limelight in a speech deliv- 
ered before the Asia Society in New York City 
on Friday, June 20. 

He calls the Syrian crisis a catastrophe. The 
civil war’s death toll is estimated among com- 
batants and civilians at 150,000. At least 200 
people are dying every day. Half the country’s 
population of 22 million has been displaced. 
Nearly 3 million people have been accommo-

dated by the neighboring countries, including Lebanon, 
Jordan, Iraq, Turkey, Egypt and North Africa. As of last 
week, the number of refugees registered by UNHCR 
stands at 2.97 million. 

“Prisons and makeshift detention facilities are 
swelling with men, women and even children,” said 
Secretary Ban Ki-moon. “Deaths by summary execu- 
tions and unspeakable torture are widespread every 
day. People are dying from hunger and from once-rare 
infectious diseases. Whole urban centers and some of 
humankind’s great architectural and cultural heritage 
lie in ruins. Destruction and death are everywhere.” 

And war began there as a simple peaceful protest 
for more civilian freedoms in 2011. Secretary Ban Ki- 
moon said Assad responded with snipers and tanks 
firing indiscriminately into the crowds. Appeals to 
President Assad from the people and from the region 
fell on deaf ears. As popular demands escalated, the 
government’s reaction turned even more ferocious. Ci- 
vilians took up arms and Syrians turned against each 
other. Regional powers became involved. Radical 
groups like ISIS gained a foothold making Syria today 
a failed state. 

“These bleak prospects have darkened further with 
the flare-up of violence and sectarian tensions in Iraq,” 
said Secretary Ban Ki-moon. “Suddenly, the cohesion 
and integrity of two major countries, not just one, is in 
question.” 

As a solution, Secretary Ban Ki-moon suggested a 
six-point plan to stop the bloodshed: 

1 - Stem the flow of arms pouring into the country 
by instituting an arms embargo whether through the 
UN or by nations individually. 

2 - Because 4.7 million Syrian people are in hard-to- 


reach areas, the UN is calling for an end to the govern- 
ment sieges of medicine and food — and for immediate 
unfettered humanitarian access across frontlines and 
across borders. 

3 - Release of all prisoners arbitrarily detained by 
the government and opposition forces. 

4 - More monetary support from the international 
community. 

5 - Follow the Geneva Communique of June 30, 2012 
that set out a clear roadmap for a democratic political 
transition by establishing a transitional governing body 
with full executive power and it remains the basis for 
any peaceful settlement. The presidential election ear- 
lier this month that Assad won in a landslide did not 
meet even minimal standards for credible voting. 

6 - A Special UN Envoy will soon be named to ad- 
vance the UN’s protection agenda in Syria, and will 
work with the parties and their regional backers in a 
search for new elements on which to build some hope 
of a political process. 

So if you think things are really bad in Syria, just 
wait and see what happens in Iraq if ISIS gains full 
control. And in these two war-torn countries, it took 
two maniacal dictators — the dead Hussein and the still 
living Assad — on total opposite sides of the Islamic 
tribal fence to create and spread such pure horror and 
evil. The lingering question on my mind is if we had 
taken Assad out of power last year, as my son suggest- 
ed to our president last month, would ISIS ever have 
gained the momentum like it has in Iraq?

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Council shuts down mayor’s

tored more closely and with more transpar- 
ency. 

“There has been almost $188,000 in ‘in- 
house’ transfers,” said Rossi. “The council 
has not been made aware of any of these. 
And the taxpayers are not aware of any of 
these, either.” 

Rossi said the city council needs to be 
made aware of administrative changes, even 
if the transfers are being made within line 
items of a similar category. 

“The city council needs 
to be aware of what is 
being spent, and there 
needs to be justification 
of the money that is being 
spent,” said Rossi. 

Rossi’s amendment 
sparked a debate about 
transparency, but in the 
council’s case, better 
communication between 
the administrative and 
legislative branches of 
government in Agawam. 

Council President 
Christopher Johnson, who 
was mayor for 10 years 
in the 1990s, said he has 
lost faith in the way Aga- 
wam’s finances are being 
handled. He said in the 
past, he would have rejected an amendment 
like Rossi’s, but supports it because he feels 
it is necessary. 

Councilor George Bitzas queried John- 
son about whether this is an issue. He asked 
Johnson for his opinion because he has sat 
“in both seats” as mayor and a councilor. 

“T drafted the language for the budget res- 
olution this year,” said Johnson, “but have 
lost faith because there is a lack of commu- 
nication with this body (city council).” 

Johnson criticized Cohen’s movement of 
funds to make purchases for the town, say- 
ing all Cohen needs to do is keep the council 
informed of what is happening.

“If you are going to purchase a car us- 
ing funds from the compost account, then 
just let us know; send us a memo,” Johnson 
said. “If there is a need to pave the parking 
lot at the municipal golf course, then tell us. 
I don’t feel like the flow of information is 
coming to us.” 

Rossi sparred with Cohen early in the bud- 
get discussion regarding some vehicle pur- 
chases that had been made using funds from 
recycling reimbursements. The funds in that 
account can be used to purchase hybrid, fuel- 
efficient vehicles. One of those vehicles was 
a replacement car for Co- 
hen. The mayor said he 
has not had a new vehicle 
in 12 years. Rossi said he 
had no issue purchasing a 
new vehicle for the may- 
or’s use, but the council 
should be informed. 

“Twelve years ago, the 
mayor came in front of 
us and asked for a new 
vehicle,” said Rossi. “We 
approved that purchase. 
All we are looking for 
is to be informed and to 
have purchases be justi- 
fied. The spending is out 
of control.” 

The council unani- 
mously approved the 
amendment. 

Cohen addressed the amendment on Tues- 
day, saying it will slow down government 
more than it already is. 

“The ability to do in-house transfers 
is within the standards of Massachusetts 
General Law and the Department of Rev- 
enue regularly audits us,” said Cohen. “This 
amendment is going to require the city coun- 
cil to have more meetings because they are 
restricting the ability to do daily business in 
government. They are actually returning to 
a board of selectmen/town manager type of 
government the council voted to move away 
from to allow a mayor to run the city effi- 
ciently.”

D.A.R.E. essay winners 
deliver effective 
messages about drugs

that is delivered by police officers in grades 
K to 6.” 

The program — founded in 1983 by the Los 
Angeles Police Department — addresses com- 
mon drug-related beliefs among adolescents, 
increases risk-awareness of substance abuse, 
and focuses on improving social skills such as 
problem-solving, communication, decision- 
making, and resistance/assertiveness training. 

D.A.R.E. a half-year program 

Field is one of two police officers in the 
department certified to teach D.A.R.E. from 
preschool to grade 12. He and Officer Karen 
Langevin do visitations at Doering once a 
week for a half year for fifth-graders plus fol- 
low-up classes with sixth-graders. 

D.A.R.E is taught bi-annually at Doering, 
with “graduation” taking place in January and 
June. Half the fifth-graders take the program 
during the first half of the school year while 
the remainder of the class takes it during the 
second half. 

At graduation, students receive a certificate 
and a black T-shirt that spells out D.A.R.E. in 
red letters. After students receive these, they 
are greeted by school committee members as 
well as members of the police department and 
school administrators. 

Graduation — held in the school’s auditori- 
um — also includes guest speakers and the pre- 
sentation of the essay winners. Guest speak- 
ers at the June graduation included Agawam 
School Superintendent William Sapelli, Aga- 
wam Police Chief Eric Gillis, Doering Prin- 
cipal Marc Costanzi and Rebecca Budreau, 
executive assistant to Mayor Richard Cohen, 
who represented the mayor at the graduation. 
This was Costanzi’s final D.A.R.E. gradua- 
tion. He is retiring after a 37-year education 
career in Agawam. 

Four winning D.A.R.E. essays 

Szpakowski was among more than 150 


fifth-graders who wrote essays that reviewed 
what they had learned and how they will ap- 
ply those lessons in their lives. Szpakowski’s 
essay was chosen as one of four winning es- 
says announced at the June 13 graduation. 

Students whose essays were chosen — the 
other three winners were Delaney Brown, 
Edward Nadeau and Chelsea Normand — re- 
ceived a medallion embossed with the D. A. 
R. E logo attached to a red, white and blue 
ribbon. They also got the opportunity to read 
their essays aloud to their classmates, guests 
and parents in the audience. 

Szpakowski wrote that she learned how 
drugs can affect people in negative ways. “I 
am glad I had D.A.R.E., and I feel I benefited 
from it,’ she wrote. She added that students 
talked about decision-making and about the 
negative effect of drugs and alcohol. 

Edward Nadeau wrote that the D.A.R.E. 
program has been “extremely” helpful. 
“Learning about violence and drugs has 


helped me to become educated about them. I 
want to thank the D.A.R.E. program for giv- 
ing us the information we need to not ruin our 
lives,” he wrote. 

In his essay, Nadeau pledged to never 
smoke, do drugs, commit violence, or break 
the law. “I will always say no to peer pres- 
sure, or anything else that tries to convince 
me to abuse drugs. I will also never resort to 
violence, no matter how mad or jealous I get.” 
Nadeau ended his essay by writing, “I love the 
D.A.R. E. program and I wish it would con- 
tinue through middle schools everywhere.” 

Chelsea Normand said she learned how to 
say no and avoid peer pressure by taking the 
D.A.R.E. program. “D.A.R.E. taught me to 
say no, not just because my mother said so, 
but because I know they (drugs, smoking, and 
alcohol) have bad effects on your body and 
mind,” she wrote. 

Drug abuse will ‘get you nowhere’ 

Normand learned how chemicals from

smoking and alcohol can damage the body. 
“What I learned about tobacco, smoking, and 
alcohol is that it can cause you to lose parts 
of your body. You can have heart failure and 
you can damage your brain cells. By using 
tobacco and alcohol it will get you nowhere 
in life.” 

Delaney Brown called D.A.R.E. a “great” 
class. She, like her classmates, wrote about 
the dangers of smoking and drug and alcohol 
abuse: “Quitting drug abuse and making the 
right decisions should make you feel good, 
proud, accomplished. Please just do one little, 
tiny favor that will mean the world: stop smok- 
ing, abusing drugs and making bad decisions.” 

She explained that it’s already an accom- 
plishment if someone isn’t a drug addict or 
smoker. “You have already made a good 
choice in life,’ she wrote. At the end of her 
essay, she issued a challenge. “Please, all you 
bad decision-makers, make a say in the world 
and quit. I DARE you.”
